As in the past, the combination of government 
vigilance and the plotters' ineptitude will prob- 
ably frustrate any coup attempt. Nevertheless, the 
possibility of an assassination attempt against Gen- 
eral Torrijos or Colonel Noriega, the intelligence 
chief, cannot be discounted. Even an abortive coup 
attempt could create problems for the US, as was 
the case in 1970 when another Arias aide fled to 
the zone after trying to overthrow the government.

attended the meeting, which ostensibly was held to 
discuss social science teaching techniques but ac- 
tually was dominated by Marxist and black militancy 
themes.
